This is done, the 
bulletin states, “ lest white men de­ 
prive th e natives of their reindeer 
and destroy this great native indus­ 
try which the bureau of education 
has in the last twenty years built up 
and fostered.” 
The reindeer service is an integ­ 
ral part. of the educational system 
of the bureau of education for n o r th ­ 
ern and western Alaska. 
The dis­ 
trict superintendents of schools arc 
also superintendents of the reindeer 
service. 
Promising and 
ambitious 
young 
natives are selected bv supermien- 
dents as apprentices iii the reindeer 
service, receiving six, eight or ten 
reindeer at the close of the first, sec­ 
ond aud third 
years, 
respectively, 
and ten more at the close of 
the 
fourth year. 
Upon the satisfactory 
term ination of his 
apprenticeship, 
the native beeomes a herder and as­ 
sum es entire c harge of a herd.
